Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 9-1 1 , filed 05/28/2008, with respect to claims 
1-3,5,6,8,9 and 1 1 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 
these claims has been withdrawn. 



Allowable Subject Matter 



1 . Claims 1-3,5,6,8,9 and 1 1 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Claims 1,5,6, 8,9 and 1 1 of the current application teaches similar subject 
matter as Arai US 2003/0090726. However, claims 1, 5, 6, 8,9 and 1 1 are allowed for 
the reasons prior art of record fails to teach of a smoothness evaluation function having 
a minimum value when a first distance between a lattice point to be optimized and an 
adjacent lattice point in a first direction is equal to a second distance between the lattice 
point to be optimized and an adjacent lattice point in a second direction that is opposite 
to the first direction and the smoothness evaluation function increasing in value as a 
difference between the first distance and the second distance increases. 

3. It follows that dependent claims is inherently allowable for depending on an 
allowable base claim.
